Between nine and ten thousand people died in the Agadir. earthquake on 
Tuesday, the Moroccan police estimated today. 


Police estimates were based 
on reports from survivors from 
the ruined city now being re- 
grouped In reception camps at 
Inezzgane some 10 miles to the 
south of Agadir. 


Another slight carth tremor 
occurred during the morning, 
causing further shifting and 
silpping among’ the rubble that 
was Agadir. 


As ao result of the shock, the 
tempo of the evacuation plan 
quickened perceptibly, It caused 
a desperate spurt among rescue 


and demolition worker 
threatened ate every moment 
with burial under the tottering 
remnants of buildings. 


The 8,000 soldlers—-Including

“Before the court were Kwong 
Yick, 38, and Lam Chee-shing, 
40, who were charged with 
doing an act preparatory to cx- 
porting 15° lbs of heroin. 
third man, Chan Tung-kwole, 
30, was accused of exporting 
five tins of the drug. They all 
pleaded not guilty. 


Police alleged in evidence 
that they found the drugs on a 
fishing trawler off Po Tot 
Island south of Hongicong, 
when they boarded the ship on 
December 6, 


Mr R. W. S. Winter, defend- 
ng the first accused, Kwong. 
submitted this morning that the 
prosecution had falled to make 
out a case ngninst the frst 
accused, ‘They had not shown, 
he said, that Lam hod control 
of the drugs to permit him to 
do a act preparatory to cx- 
porting them.
